In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: phone interview during September 9, 2003, both examiner and 
applicant's representative agreed that Lang does not disclose the white light-emitting source without a filter to generate 
a proper light spectrum for night imaging vision system. Applicant's representative contends that modification of Lang 
taken as a whole modified by at least Shimizu involves putting the white LED inside the filter glass vessel of the light 
source of Lang which supposedly not meet claim 1, specifically in regards to the claimed recitation "the lighting means 
do not disturb the light intensifier night vision imaging system even if the white light-emitting source is not filtered in the 
red wavelength". The examiner stated that the modification involves replacing the entire light source device (filter 
vessel and internal light source) in the night vision system of Lang with the light emitting diode of at least Shimizu that 
produces the claimed polychromatic radiation (shown in figure 4), of which such a modification is proper. Furthermore, 
it was not agreed that the recitation regarding "not filtered in the red wavelength" was considered to be a definite 
structural limitation since it is recited as to what the light means does. 

In addition, during brief interview during September 9, 2003, examiner further explained the reasons for combining 
references Lang in view of Shimizu et al., which are means for producing desired spectral radiation of Lang, both 
incandescent light bulb and the filter, is combined with teachings of Shimizu et al. achieving a desired spectral radiance 
utilizing LED alone, therefore it would have been obvious to substitute means of incandescent bulb and filter with LED. 
Following reasons does not destroy the invention of Lang. Therefore, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections are proper. Also, 
claim 1 recites negative and functional limitations of "the lighting means do not disturb the light intensifier night vision 
imaging system even if the white light-emitting source is not filtered in the red wavelengths" where it has not been 
given patentable weight, see MPEP chapter 2100 & In re Fuller, 1929 CD. 172; 388 O.G. 279 . 

Arguments presented by applicant's representative will be reconsidered and will be informed by phone of an informal 
by phone of an informal decision to maintain the Final Rejection, after which the applicant is suggested to file a formal 
response to both the Final Rejection and contents of this interview. 
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
